The CIC organization in the recent past attempted to 
implement a free breakfast program for the Negro children 
in the neighborhood and were reportedly receiving free donations 
of dairy products from the Anderson Dairy located in the Las 
Vegas area. \ 

Through discreet inquiry it has been determined that 
Anderson Dairy was in fact donating dairy products indirectly 
to the CIC workers who had represented themselves as irepresenting 
the Zion Methodist Church, a Negro church located in las Vegas.

Discreet inquiry further revealed that Anderson Dairy, 
in investigating the donation to the Zion Methodist Church, 
determined that the church knew nothing of this and none of 
their members had requested any type donation fflffra the dairy company 
and that two CIC workers were obtaining dairy products fraudulently 
by using the name of the Zion Methodist Church. It is to be 
noted that upon learning <f the above, officials of the Anderson 
Dairy Company have cut off all donations to individuals they 
determine to be associates with the CIC. 

In view of the fact that the CIC is in extreme financial 
difficulty it is proposed that discreet contact be maintained with 
the First Western Savings and Loan Association as well as 
Anderson Dairy in an effort to continue to disrupt the activity 
of the CIC, financially as x*ell as exposing their organization.

For information of Bureau, the activities of the 
Community Information Center, Black Panther Party (CIC, BPP), 
in Las Vegas, during the past two to three weeks, according 
to Informants, has been grinding down to a near standstill. 
Some of the workers are at odds with JONES over his leadership 
of the CIC and are being expelled at the slightest whim of 
JONES. Workers have criticized JONES for his indecisive 
leadership and lack of activity of the CIC in Las Vegas. 


It is to be noted that the CIC is experiencing 
severe financial difficulties and owes two to three hundred 
dollars in back payments on their present location at 1933 
Hassell, North Las Vegas. 


There is enclosed herewith two copies of a throwaway 
issued by the Black Community Information Center, Las Vegas, 
under the name TOMMY JONES, Coordinator, captioned "Expulsions,” 
which in general was critical of five CIC workers who were 
banned from the CIC and called "fools" and "enemies of the 
people." 
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As a counter intelligence proposal Las Vegas plans 
to reproduce the above-mentioned throwaway and insert names 
of workers who are currently apparently in good standing with 
JONES and his CIC organization. The above throwaway will be 
copied verbatim with the exception of inserting names of 
current workers . 

Proposal number two is to write an anonymous letter 
to JONES at the CIC headquarters and expose TRACY COLEMAN, 
reported to be his number one man, in the CIC, as being a 
"black pig.” This anonymous letter to JONES will be brief 
and attempt to throw suspicion on TRACY as being possibly an 
informant ft>r the police. 

, /• It is to be noted that CIC headquarters at 1933 
Hassell is a private dwelling and is mortgaged by First Western 
Savings and Loan, Las Vegas, to an ALTON GRAY, whose current 
whereabouts are unknown. It is to be noted that the CIC is 
approximately two to three months in arrears in house payments, 
and informants advise that this money is not currently available 
to JONES to pay this indebtedness off. Las Vegas feels that 
increased pressure on First Western Savings and Loan would be 
to the advantage of the Bureau as they are aware that this is 
a group of Black Panthers occupying a residence mortgaged by 
them. It is felt that if the mortgage company can be encouraged 
to foreclose on the above residence, this will force a further 
financial hardship on JONES as he will be without headquarters 
and be looking for a new location for his organization. 

If the above suggestions as mentioned are approved 
by the Bureau, they will be immediately instituted upon 
authorization of the Bureau.

It is to be noted that the Community Information 
Center, a Black Panther Party (BPP) organization in Las 
Vegas, for the past several months has occupied a private 
residence at 1933 Hassell, North Las Vegas, which mortgage 
is held by the First Western Savings and Loan Association, 

Las Vegas, which was sold to an ALTON GRAY, and house payments 
are $130 per month. 

It is to be noted that GRAY's current whereabouts 
is not known to mortgage company. It is also to be futher 
noted that THOMAS JONES, a BPP member and leader of Las Vegas 
group* has made some payments to the First Western Savings 
and Loan Association but is currently in a delinquent status. 

On 4/16/71, T. G. SUTTON ? Vice-President and Loan 
Service Manager, First Western Savings and Loan Association, 

118 Las Vegas Boulevard South, Las Vegas, advised SA WILLIAM 
J. WINCHESTER, that he understands the 1933 Hassell address 
is being used by a group representing themselves as being 
connected with the BPP and people living there are currently 
4 payments, consisting of $130 per payment per month, delinquent 
at the present time. He states that First Western Savings 
and Loan Association plans to foreclose on the above residence 
but to date has not filed the necessary papers to evict 
the current occupants.
